Halt Sought for 
Corporate Bribes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The 
Secu rities 
and 
E xchange Com m ission is 
asking accounting firms and 
a stock exchange to help 
federal efforts to halt the 
“ serious ... w idespread" 
practice of corporate payoffs 
to 
politicians 
here 
and 
abroad. 
The SEC said it asked the 
New York Stock Exchange 
to adopt rules requiring 
listed companies to establish 
audit com mittees of outside 
directors to assure corporate 
integrity. 
And SEC accounting chief 
John C. Burton said he asked 
public accounting firms to be 
alert 
to 
payoffs 
when 
auditing books. 


The SEC included a letter 
to the exchange and the 
a c c o u n tin g 
in d u str y ’s 
response to Burton’s request 
in a report on payoffs sent 
Wednesday to the Senate 
Banking Committee. 
After probing the payoffs 
for two years, the SEC said it 
was "unable to conclude that 
instances 
of 
illegal 
payments are either isolated 
or aberrations limited to a 
few 
unscrupulous 
in­ 
dividuals." 
“ The 
problem 
of 
questionable and illegal 
corporate payments is, by 
any measure, serious and 
sufficiently widespread to be 
a cause of deep concern." 
the SEC said.

Ellsberg Remembers 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Daniel Ellsberg says the men who 
later took part in the Watergate burglary were ordered to 
“incapacitate me totally," apparently because of his action 
to leak the Pentagon papers. 
Ellsberg said in an interview with UPI’s Audio Depart­ 
ment Wednesday the order cam e from the White House and 
that he was to be attacked May 3, 1972 during an anti- 
Vietnam War demonstration in Washington. The incident 
never took place and "I’m happy that they chickened out,” 
Ellsberg said 
"I never had any doubt that it was their intention that you 
should be killed," Ellsberg said he was later told by an 
unidentified special prosecutor who investigated Watergate-

--------------- Crim e A lert------------------- 
Violent Crimes 
Can Be Avoided

Crimes against people murder, rape, robbery and 
assault 
are the exception rather than the rule in 
Plano, but they do occasionally happen 
The first murder of the year occurred in February 
and the city’s first rape followed in April Five rob­ 
beries and 24 assaults were also reported during the 
first four months ol 1978 
Unfortunately, these figures indicate that Plano is no 
exception to the increase of violent crimes seen 
throughout the nation 
Local "people” crimes have increased about 35 
percent comparing the first four months of this year to 
the sam e period of 1975. Police recorded one murder, 
no rape's, three robberies and 19 assaults in .January 
through April of 1975. 
Although police believe there are ways to discourage 
a criminal from selecting you as a target for lesser 
offenses, potential m urders are not so easy to identify. 
Records show that most people know their own 
m urderer as in the case of Plano’s first victim of the 
year. Tne man was allegedly stabbed by an acquain­ 
tance as they stood outside a private club. 
Nationally, murder within the family makes up 
about a fourth of all such offenses while another six 
percent involve a romantic triangle or a lovers quarrel. 


Other arguments account for 43.2 percent of the 
reported murders while felony-type (killings resulting 
from robbery, burglary, sex motive, etc.) account for 
the remaining 27.8 percent 
These “ felony” m urders and aggravated assaults 
which occur as part of another crime are probably the 
most feared by citizens 
possibly because they cannot 
visualize being the victim of a friend or relative. 
Good common sense is the best protection against 
being a victim of a violent crime, police believe. They 
offer the following suggestions. 
If alone- particularly if you are a woman alone- 
off icers recommend that you keep close to other people 
and stay away from dark, deserted areas such as 
parks, vacant lots, alleys and streets. 
Don’t walk alone after dark, but if it is really 
necessary, take a well-lighted route and let someone 
know' where you are going and how long it will take, 
police suggest 
Officers also recommend walking in the center of the 
sidewalk or near the curb and looking back oc­ 
casionally to see if you're being followed 
If you believe another pedestrian is following you, 
cross the street, change direction or vary your pace. 
G otoa well-lighted store or home and call the police, if 
he persists. 
When followed by a car. turn around and walk the 
other way or go up a oni -way street If he persists, get 
his license number and call the police. 
The police department believes you may avoid being 
a victim by following all these procedures. Other tips 
recommended by Plano officers include: 
NEVER CARRY large sums of cash. Flashing a 
“ wad” of bills may set you up to be held up 
DON’T RESIST if a robber is arm ed He quick and 
quiet in handing over your money. 
SCREAMING or running away m ay save you from a 
strong-arm robber, but if he hadn’t been sure he could 
“ take you” he wouldn’t have tried. 
HOLD PURSE securely, not dangling Never set it 
down on store counters, in restaurants or on buses 
Men should carry wallets close to the skin 
WARN YOUR children in term s they can understand 
about child molesters and sex offenders. 
KNOW’ WHERE your children are. what they are 
doing and with whom. 
CALL POLICE if you see or fear a crime. Don’t in­ 
vestigate yourself and don’t be afraid to report your 
suspicions.
